Independence Act, 1947, and of all other powers enabling him in 
that behalf, the Governor-General is pleased to make the following 
Order : — 

1. (1) This Order may be cited as the Indian Independence 
(Income-tax Proceedings) Order, 1947, 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. (1) In this Order,— 

“ apiiointed dav ” means the fifteenth day of August, 
1947 ; 

assessee ” means .i person by whom income-tax or excess 
profits tax is payable ; 

“ relevant Tax Act ’’ means the Indian Income-tax Act, 
1922, as subsequently amended, or as the case may 
be, the Excess Profits Tax Act, 1940, as subsequently 
amended ; 

Tax Authority ” moans any of the following authorities,

(b) in the case of workmen, either by the President and Secretary of a 
registered trade union of the workmen, or by five representatives of 
the workmen duly authorised in this behalf at a meeting of fhc 
wwkmen held for the purpose. 
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6. Notification of appointment of Bouni , Court oi 3'ribunaL — Tbo appoijatment
